-The elder Rice has been for a few 
days engaged in. building a house for 
hs son at Huutertown and Monday 
the young man entered some sort of

The junior Rice then brought his

Dunn's reputation In the community 
where he lived for kindness and hu- 
manity woo good. On cross-examin- 
ation, as in some previous cases, the 
Btate brought out the fact that the 
Vrftaess had never resided in Dunn's 
fcielgHborhood. 


John T. Dougall, city editor of the

GAVE HIS VERSION.

Ho had 
remarked to Nooncm and Ballou, lie 
isaid, that "people must think we are 
(all heathen not to

(thought It necessary to search Ma 
cistern because Marie Samploson had 
ftold him ehe saw the little girl puss 
out of the house and Into the alley. 
f'l spoke of my wife's mental condt- 
ttlon," said Dunn, "and said I didn't 
(want ft crowd In> there, but told Noo- 
taan and Ballou to come in and we 
would search the cistern. 
On the 


iway to tho house I stopped to tell 
(Mr. Warcup, who remained at the 
igatc, to take tho crowd around the 
ihouse and not l&t them come in." 


Dunn said he directed the removal 


of the table In order that the cistern 
anight be reached; told Marie to go in 
tt&d keep Mrs. Dunn away, and re- 


moved the lids of the cistern; tha 
when they said It would be necessary 
•to have something to search with 
(witness stepped to the 'door and go

(tie the rake and the- stick together 
the twins had been in: the house fo: 
imonths; it had been, used as a clothes 
Jinej Ballou put the rake in the cis 
item, and pretty soon he remarked: 
i "I've got something." 


"There might bo most anything in 


ithere; I don't know when that cls- 
itern has bueu clearvad," replied Dunn 
.When the object came to tho surface 
JJunn said: 'SKCy God; it's the girl,1 
and a little later, "I've been drinking 
ithat water and we've used it for 
Rooking right along." 


EXPLAINS SOME REMARKS. 
Dunn explained that In a number 


of conversations he had remarked

Mr. Griswold that Mrs. Cothrell had 
said to him that her children were 
(nothing but trouble^ denied that he 
lad ever said he could find Alice at 
all, much less in throe minutes, a» 
Mr. Badlac testified, 
and assertei 


that lie had never told anybody that 
ie had searched his cistern. H* told 
Mr. Warcup that Alice was a "curi- 
ous" child; that someone fand told 
ihlm Mrs. Cothrell had wished the 
tchild dead many times, but never 
made this as his own* statement coni- 
ng from Mrs. Cothrell.

•f interrogatories covered the life of 
he defendant prior to his arrest upon

TALK AT DUNN'S GATJJ 


Paul G. Dunton, of Huntertown, 


WHS a member of the party whioii 
visited Wolleii on Sunday, Ho tes- 
Inod to having heard tho converai- 
tion at Dunn's gate between Dunn 
nd the crowd which had come to 
oarch the cistern. Dunn said there 
would bo no use of looking'in 
the 


Istoru; that tho girl was nd"t thorn, 
during the conversation Dunn said 
he was "no d—d heathen; that his 
wife's health was poor and he did 
not want her excited." Dunn finally 
gave his consent to 
two or thrae 


making the search and opened the 
gate.

Mrs. Dunn might be taken to another 
tart of tlie house so as not to dld- 
urb her, Dunn said she Imd already 
ieen disturbed.

CONTEST WAS SHARP. 


There was most vigorous objectioa 
rom the state when the defense, on 
ross-examlnation, 
endeavored to 


ueatlon the witness cohcernlng an 
announcement said 
to have 
boon 


made from the door of Dunn's house 
jy tlfo defendant after the girl's body 
ind been lifted from the cistern. TAD 
matter was argued at sonio length, 
ind the court reserved ruling until 
Tudge Smith could examine the testi- 
mony more closely. 


George Wnrcup testified that h'J 
ode to Wnllen with J. E. Bnllou on 
he afternoon of July 7, and told ci 
he gathering at Dunn's gate. Wit- 
ness heard Noonan tell Dunn thay 
ind come to search for the girl, and 
Dunn replied that there was no use 
o look, that he had 
searched his 


iremises. Witness said 
he 
told 


Dunn they hnd come to look in tho 
istern, nncl were going to do 30. 


SAID IT WAS NO USE. 


Witness testified that'Dunn, in tho 
ourse of the confab, anid: "It's no 
use, there la nothing

he Cothrell's as I do, you would not 
be looking here." 
Dunn also snid, 


'You must think I'm a d—d heathen; 
['m an enterprising citizen." Du.r.1

"t and had searched nil that was 


necessary. Ballou rejoined, "No; it 
s necessary to aenrch until the child 
s found." Noonan first made tho 
uggestlon that two or three persona 
be allowed to search tno cistern, and 
)unn said "two is enough." 
When 


Noonan, Ballou and Dunn started f jr 
he house Dunn paused for a time, 
nnd Noonan turned to him, saying1, 
'Come on, Charley," and they passe.l 
around the corner of the house. Dunn 
itopped only about fifteen or thirty 
econds. 
Court adjourned for the noon hour. 
Resuming the witness stand at tho 


•penlng of the afternoon session of 
court, Mr. Warcup salt! he saw the 
body of Alice Cothrell, ns the men 
were carrying It out of Dunn's house. 


Witness said that in For^ Wayne on 
the following day he heard

dence given by other .witnesses con- 
cerning remarks made by Dunn in 
the court house on the day of the in- 
quest.

During the examination of 
Mr. 


Gillette, Dr. W. W. Barnett, who had 
not previously been present, casually 
entered the court room. 
Attorneys 


for the defense at once noticed it, arid 
protested against the presence of anty 
witness for the state. Dr. Barnett 
had not heard the court's instructions 
regarding the 
separation of 
wit- 


nesses, but he left the court room at 
once. 


COURT URGES DILIGENCE. 


Pew were present when court con- 


vened 
Thursday 
and Mr. Morris 


was the only member of counsel in 
the room when court was declared 
in session. Mr. Morris has an un- 
failing record for promptness, though 
the other attorneys came in a few 
moments .later. 
Judge Smith took 


occasion to admonish, the attorneys 
that there must be no further delays, 
and when it was reported .that two 
of the witnesses first needed were 
not present the court directed Clerk 
Hammond to issue attachments for 
them. 


William Main was the first wit- 


ness of the day. 
He Is now a resi- 


dent of Garrett, but In 1D01 lived 
at Wallen, occupying the residence 
Immediately 
north 
of the Dunn 


home. 
Witness said he saw Dunn 


three times on July 2, 1901; saw 
him about 7 o'clock preparing to go 
to the woods; saw him again about 
l:So o'clock just south of the horse 
barn, walking east; ho turned south 
at tho alley, but witness did not see 
where he went; he was carrying a 
crosscut saw and had his hat in his 
hand. 
Witness, over tho protest of 


the defense, told of his vUlt to the 
sawmill with Ed Madden on the 
evening of July 2 nnd of tlie exam- 
ination of the cistern thero, as well 
ns of subsequent searches for the 
missing girl. Mr. Main did not see 
Dunn assisting 
in tho search for 


Alice Cothrell. 


Mr. Morris conducted a searching 


cross-examination 
of the 
witness 


touching upon his view of the de- 
fendant near the .horse barn about 
1:30 o'clock on the afternoon of July 
2. Witness said Dunn was alone. 


When tlie witness, on re-dlrcct ex- 


amination, testified that he had held 
a conversation with Dunn In the 
latter's house concerning the matter 
after Alice Cothrell's body had been 
found, the state's counsel observed 
to the court: "That's news to us." 
Judge Hench Indicated that the wit- 
ness would be recalled. 


DR. MACBETH CALLED. 


Dr. A. H. Macbeth took the wit- 


ness stand and was examined by Mr. 
Emrick. He is commissioner of pub- 
lic health in Fort wayne. Dr. Mnc- 
beth told of his visit to Wallen wi'.li 
Dr. W. W. Barnett after the discov- 
ery of the body of Alice Cothrell. Ho 
was present at the second post jnor- 
.tem examination held by Dr. Morris 
ROE en thai and Dr. Greenawalt, at tha 
request of the defense in the case. 


WHAT THEY FOUND. 


Dr. Macbeth said there were tooth- 


marks upon tfte tongue and that one 
of tlie greater coriiii of the hyoid 
bone taken from the throat was bent 
in, or broken in part. This bone Is 
situated just below the root of the 
tongue and resembles somewhat 
a 


horseshoe in form, tue points extend- 
ing backward and upward. Lateral 
pressure, in the opinion of the wit- 
ness, would be required to place tlie 
bone in the condition he saw it. Tfie 
bone is not stationary, and pressure 
from one side of the throat below tho 
jaw alone would merely move, nor 
break the hyoid bone. 


LITTLE SPELLING THERE. 
Dr. • Macbeth said there was some 


swelling noticed m the throat befora 
the organs had been removed, but he 
did not recall the exact location of 
the condition. 
There, was • some dis- 


coloration in front of and below t'ae 
hyoid bone. There was a bruise or 
•mark on one leg and another upon au. 


arm. 
Dr. Macoeth here testified at 


some length along unes by which the 
state 
sought to prove that 
Alice 


Cothrell had been a victim of an at- 
tempt at crimihal assault. 
There 


were a few spots of blood upon tha 
child's 
underclothing. 
Conditions 


may have been brought about in sev- 
eral ways, 'said Dr. Macbeth, but 
some force, evidently recent, was nec- 
essnry to produce part of it. 


THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Cross-examined by, Mr. Calerlck, 


Dr. Macbeth said ho did not know 


what had caused the deflection of the 
hyold .bone. He'did not see any pe: 
son -place his hand about the throa 
and ..tissue 
which . contained the 


.hyold bone. Dr. Rosenthal removec 
portions of the tissues from aboui 
the bone. 
. "Do you know- what.caused thai 
.deflection of .the hyoid boneP" askec 
Mr., \Colerick. 
" 


Dr. Macbeth—"I do not." 
Mr. 
Colerick—"Have 
you 


opinion?'^ 
..•.-Dr. Macbeth—"I have." 


Mr. Colerick—"Have you not 


'contly, in connection with this case, 
expressed that opinion?" 
fc 


Dr. Macbeth—J'I do not think so, 


but I may have." 


MANY CAUSES .POSSIBLE.' 


The witness stated that any oiie 


of a hundred different things'might 
have caused the condition .which had 
been thought to Indicate the girl 
had been subjected to improper lib- 
erties.

Answering a hypothetical 
ques- 


tion, by Mr. Colerick, Dr. Macbeth 
laid that in a case where a human 
hand- had been clasped about 
the 


neck of a child and sufficient pres- 
sure exerted to produce death by 
strangulation ho would, as a rule, 
expect to find external discoloration 
present. ' 


STATE IS OVERRULED. 


Judge Hench interposed vigorous 


objection to Mr. Colerick's interroga- 
tion of the witness relative to the 
length of time necessary for odor to 
begin to arise from a body . exposed 
to the air in a 
temperature of 98 


degrees. 
The court ruled that Dr. 


Macbeth might answer, iand he .re- 
plied: "From twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours." 
Other 
hypothetical 


questions 
were propounded 
along 


similar lines. 
"Lying in a barn, 


covered with hay and sawdust, about 


same time would bo required, 


and submerged In water of the tem- 
perature of 50 degrees it would be 
a week or ten days 
before 
odor 


might ho detected," said Dr. Mtic- 
ueth. The witness said that indentat- 
ions 
are often found 
upon tlie 


;ongue in cases wherever a. struggle 
ias ensued, 
including 
cases. of 


drowning. 
Dr. Macbeth' was still 


upon tho stand when court adjourned 
for the noon intermission. 


DR. MACBETH CONTINUES. 
Mr. Colerick proceeded with the 


cross-examination of Dr. Macbeth at 
the opening of court. in afternoon, 
nnd evidence believed to bo or much 
mportauco was elicited almost at the 
outset when Mr. Colerick asked tho 
witness to state how *n his opinion 
:he deflection or fracture of tho hyoid 
»ne had been produced. ' • 


"I believe the' hone was broken by 


Dr. Rosenthal in removing it from 
the girl's throat," declared Dr. Mac- 
beth. 


He subsequently stated on re-direct 


examination that ho did not know 
as a matter of fact whether the bone 
had been broken by bilateral pres- 
sure or by Dr. Rosenthal In rcmov- 
ng It 
Answering a hypothetical 


question by Judge' Hench, Dr. Mac- 
beth stated that thev conditions ob- 
served indicated that if there had 
! 


been any bilateral pressure applied 
:o tho throat, it had been sufficient 
:o produce death. 


On re-cross examination Dr. Mac- 


beth said he "based Ms opinion that 
3r. Ro&eiithal had broken the hyold 
bone in removing it upon the fact 
:hnt there was no extravasation of 
blood about the break. 


MUST MOVE PASTER. 


Before adjourning court Wednesday 


evening Judge Smith admonished the 
LttorneyB that witnesses must be on 
hand more promptly, 
stating that 


lully an hour had been.lost during 
:he day waiting for the, appearance of 
;he witnesses. 
_The court also Indi- 


cated that hereafter sessions might 
36 held up to 6 o'clock, though to 
;his feature the attorneys respectfui- 
y demurred. 
Thomas Jetmore, n resident of Wai- 
en, said he heard Dunn say on July 


that It was no use searching about 


there; that ha had searched every hola 
and corner himself. 
Dunn was in 


the alley near the barn when he.maclo 
;hls remark to searchers who were 
passing through the aljey. Mr. Jet- 
more was not cross-examined. 


Jerry Erwin, a farmer 
residing 


;hree miles west of Wallen, testified 
that he was in the village on Sunday, 
July 7. While he was sitting .under 
a tree near the Cothrell home, wit- 


ess said Dunn approached and greet- 


ed him, and asked him (Erwin) to 
come down to the house with him. 
Chis was about sundown. 


DUNN FEARED FOR MARIE. 
Reaching the Dunn house, witness 


remarked: 
"It looked as though 


somebody will have to go to town." 
D'unn replied: "I expsct so; I expant 
t will be Marie. I told her to keep 
cool; that 
it would 
come out all 


right." Then Dunn turned to Marie 
and said: "Marie some of the folks 
are saying you are not right; how is 
that?" She responded, "MeP" Then 
3unn and Marie held a conversation 
n a low tone aside nnd away from 
me; I could not ,hear what they snid. 
They were in a confidential conver- 
sation. Later Dunn,asked witness to 
jo up .among the crowd and find out 
what they were talking about anl 
et him know later. 
Dunn said he 


wondered what they 
were talking 


about in little groups up town; that 
ie wondered why they didn't como 
down and talk to him. Witness re- 
sponded: 
"I 
think 
they 
wil!, 


Charley." Later Dunn said: '^1 pro- 
sume this will be another Welssell af- 


fair, but they won't get off so easy 
this'time.'.' He*also said that Joseph 
and George Griswold were makiug 
fools of themselves, mentioning that 
they had been first and foremost Iu 
the search. 


... DUNN FELT UNSTRUNG. 


. Mr. Ervin declared that later Dunn 
remarked:. "Somehow I feel nervous 
tonight; usually I have a good nerve, 
but somehow I feel, unstrung to- 
night." During the whispered' con- 
versation between Dunn and Marie, 
witness said, there was nothing iii 
their appearance or actions to* indi- 
cate that they were angry. 


Manley Swank, of Wallen, owner of 


a store there, was examined by Mr. 
Emrick. 
He formerly lived in the 


house occupied by Dunn at Wallen 
in 1901 and described tho house and 
its 
surroundings 
' minutely. 
Mr. 


•Swank 
testified 
that he was at 


Dunn's house on Wednesday; Mrs. 
Dunn and Marie Sampleson were also 
there. 
Dunn said he was feeling 


badly; thnt he' had riot gotten his 
dinner the day before until' 2 o'clock. 


IT WAS HARD TO TELL. 


On Wednesday Dunn" told witness 


he had searched everywhere he could 
think of; that it was hard to tell 
where the girl wasj that she might 
be twenty miles away. 
Both 'iitato 


and defense submitted diagrams of 
the residence, and the witness waa 
plied with a long list of questions 
concerning location of rooms, doors 
and 
windows. 
Witness 
said the 


opening In the floor above tlie cis 
tern was about 12x16 inches in size; 
nearly two feet below this - was an- 
other opening to the cistern, covered 
by the sliding lid, about the Game 
dimensions, but not directly beneath 
the upper opening; lower opening 
wns off to one aide six to eight inches 
and about1 two inches larger In one 
direction than the opening in the 
floor. 


Frank Newhouse, farmer, living 


east of Wallen, visited the village on 
Friday after tho disappearance of 
the girl and heard Dunn say it was 
no use1 searching around there; that 
we should go farther away; that he 
had 
searched every 
Inch of the 


ground around there and if she had 
been there he would have found her. 
There was no cross-examination. 


EX-OOROENER TESTIFIES. 


Dr. W. W. Barnott resumed tlie 


rtand on direcf examination at tho 
opening of court 
on .Friday. 
Re- 


garding tho condition of the hyoid 
bone taken from the girl's .throat, 
Dr. Barnett said tho left cornua of 
the hone wns bent in,, indicating that 
there had been pressure from, both 
sides upon 
tho horse-shoo-shaped 


boric. Dr. Rosenthal and Dr. Greou- 


ftlt were the only ones to touch ir 


handle tho bone, nnd it-was preserved 
by one or tho other of tho physicians. 
Dr. Bnrwett testified thnt the opera- 
tion had been properly performed by 
Dr. Rosonthnl, nnd that In his opin- 
ion tho hone -was not broken "by the 
surgeon in removing it. Dr. Barnel t 
In response to questions stated th.it 
.n tho course of seventeen years ns a 
demonstrator of anatomy ho hod re- 
moved or assisted In removing per- 
haps two hundred hyold hones from 
subjects in dissection, but upon ob- 
jection by tho defense he wns not 
permitted to say whether or not he 
had ever seen a hyold bone broken in 
its removal by a surgeon". He testi- 
fied, that Dr. iRosenthal had grasped 
the trachea, and not the hyold bone. 
In removing tlie parts. 
The girl's 


tongue showed imprints of both up- 
per and lower teeth. 


In the opinion of Dr. Barnett the 


condition seen 
In Alice 
Cothrell's 


throat could have been produced only 
by the application 
of the 
human 


hand, or similar bilateral pressure, 
about the throat. Ho declared that 
in his opinion death in this case wns 
tlie result of compression of the neck 
and asphyxiation as the result of the 
compression. 
There wns no cross- 


examination, 
but 
answering an 


omitted question from the state's at- 
torney Dr. Barnett said that his wife 
and Edward Cothrell were cousins, 
though he had not been aware of that 
relationship until after his return 
from Walleu. 


MR. BADIAC RECALLED. 


Jcssph Badiac was recalled by the 


state, and after repeated objections 
by the defense, the court ruled thnt 
Mr. Badlac might answer a question 
by Judge Hench, nnd the .witness de- 
clared that on his previous examina- 
tion he had stated that he ' heard 
Dunn say the girl might be three or 
maybe thirty miles away from Wnl- 
len, but that she was not in Califor- 
nia, and that he could find her In 
three minutes. 
There wns a spirited 


cross-examination by Mr. Morris, lin 
which the witness admitted thnt his 
hearing was impaired. 
WHAT DUNN -TOLD MRS. MAIN. 


Mrs. Maggie Main, recalled by the 


state, testified that Dunn had told 
her 'on Wednesday, 
tho day , after 


Alice disappeared, that he had raked 
the cistern in his house. Cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Colerick, the witness 
said that at the former.examination 
sho did not remember which cistern 
Dunn had indicated, 
but that she 


now recalled thnt he had" specified 
tho cistern 
beneath 
the kitchen. 


There was repeated objection by tho 
state when Mr. Colerick asked the 
witness if on the, morning of the day 
the girl's body was taken from the 
cistern sho hnd not see Dunn drink 
water from tho cistern, but tho court 
ruled that Mrs. Mnln might answer 
nnd she gave" on affirmative reply. 


James A.' Noorinn. was recalled ,by, 


the state for an omitted questlon,[ 
but Judge Hench's query 
elicited 


prompt objection from^ the- defense. 
The witness was directed to-answer, 
-and he said that Dunn told him ou. 
Sunday.' evening that his,,(Dimn'B) 
wife-had asked him to search . the 
cistern;-that she said she had-heard 
.screams on Tuesday about 2 o'clock 


111. the afternoon. 
• . - „ , - ' 


. -Thomas Turfllnger, superintendent 
~of - the Allen county infirmary, was 
the next witness/- Ho recalled- the 
coining of. Estelln Marle_ Samploson 
to that.institution as, an.inmate.on 
November 8, 1901, arid testified that 
she remained there until her death 
from. puerperal fever on February " 
16, 1803. . Her child was born dead 
_on February 11, and the body of th& 
woman wns taken"" to Illinois* fo* 
burial; the remains of the child •Wera, 
buried in the institution ceme'^ryj. 


MR. UNDEfR/WOOD CALLED'. 


Homer C. Underwood, who was ths 


official reporter of the circuit court 
nt the first trial of the case'and took 
stenographic reports of the proceed- 
ings, wns called by tho state'to tes- 
tify concerning the testimony of ,E3-, 
telle Marie Sumpleson, now dead, In 
the former trial. 
She was the do- 


mestic at .the Dunn home at WalleTs. 
When Judge Hench, after some pre- 
liminary questions, asked the wit- 
ness to.read from his stenographlfl 
notes the .testimony of the girl, tha 
defense raised 
objection, citing •» 


number of reasons, chief 
among 


which was the contention!, that the 
admission .of su-ch ..testimony Is in 
derogation of the- defendant'e consti- 
tutional right to face his accusers.' 


Judge Smith, following the rulings 


of the Indiana supreme 
court, de- 


clined to sustain the objection, and 
declared that the evidence would be 
.admitted, granting tho> defense an. 
objection. Mr. Underwood then, be- 
gun reading from his notes the testi- 
mony given by the girl now dead. 
,

DEAD GTRL;3 TESTIMONY. ' 


Tlie testimony first set forth the fact 
that EEtella Marie Sampleson was 
then 17 years of age, born in New 
York, had beam taken to Chicago -.by 
her parents at the age of 4 years,'.at 
the death of her mother and later :of 
the placing of the girl In tho Chicago 
Industrial homo. It -then detailed 
her employment In a number of fam- 
ilies, Including those of Mr. Ryder, at 
Harvard, 111., and Caleb Knepper, 
William Vought and Eugene Erne, In 
Aboit township, Allen 
coumty; Mr. 


Fleckxmstlno, in Fort Wayne, 
and 


told of her going to tho Dunn homo 
while tho defendant resided on Riv- 
erside avenue, in February of 1901. 
Sho wont to Wallon with tho Dunln 
family. 
Had never 'been married. . 


Occupants of tho . Dunn home. were } 
Mr. and^Mrs. Dunn, Delph,Reed, tho 
hired man," and Marie Snmpleson. 
The girl testified that she first 


hoard\ that Alice Cothrell was miss- 
ing nt 7 o'clock on Tuesday evening. 
Dumn was at homo on the morning of 
that day; he had assisted MTS. Coth- 
rcll and Edna to draw water from 
the cistern at the Dunn. home. Saw" 
Dunn leave'with Reed, CothrelJ and 
tho logging outfits about 7 o'clock. 
Marie made two trips to Hare's' hoinav 
next door on the afternoon of July 2, 
tho first time about 1 o'clock to re- 
turn some bread she had borrowed. 
Talked to Kettle Hare a few minutes, 
asked for some-well water and re- 
turned home to get a pall in which 
to carry It/ Alice Cothrell was iii 
the Dunn house when Marie made 
the first trip to Hare's. 'As sho wns 
returning: home with the water oii 
the second trip she 
noticed Alice - 


leaning In a window of the dining 
room of the Dunn house, looking to- 
ward her. 
- 


At this point court was adjourned 


for the noon hour. 


LAST SEEN OF AJ.KIE. 


Continuing his reading of Mario 


Samplesou's testimony In afternoon 
Mr. Underwood proceeded over the 
ground in which Marie told of seeing 
Alice Cothrell leave the Dnnn resi- 
dence by the rear door,,pass through 
the- yard and 
start 
northward 


through the alley. The top of the 
cistern was open when Mrs. CothreU 
and Edna came for water before 3 
o'clock In the afternoon. .The girl's 
testimony detailed also .that.as she 
was. returning from^the second trip 
"to the Hare home she heard.screams' 
twice, and Mrs. Dunn asked if aha 
were hurt,- following 
it .with the 


query whether 
Marie . had - heard 


those screams. The girl's testimony 
was to the effect' thnt the screams 
had apparently come from the north. 
Later, In looking- out at 
the dotnr, 


Marie saltl she saw Dunn'standing 
In the door of tho horse barn, his 
hands resting ngalnst the door cas- 
ings. Dunn later came to the house, 
palo, and ate but little dinner, after-.' 
ward returning to tho bain. 


The testimony told of.Dunw's re- 


mark to Marie on the morning ;t 
July 4 to the effect that'Alice would 
bo found dead; that M^rs. Cothrell 
had licked her and that she would 
not get to do so soon again; that 
Dunn wanted Marie to go to Toledo; 
that site' should protend she was go- 
Ing to Abolt; that he would pay her 
way.

; . ' . 


HELD COURT LATER. 


In order to expedite matters a* 


rapidly as possible Judge Smith held( 
court until 6 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing. 
William L. Korlin, an nErslst- 
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ant at the Peltier undertaking estab- 
lishment, was one of the men who 
.prepared the body of Alice Oothrell 
lor burial. He testified that he found 
,the girl's tongue extending between 
ier teeth, and" saw tooth-marks upon 


• (the tongue, about one: inch from, its 
•tip. He told of' the steps taken.in 
caring for the body, including the 
,use of 
a, formaldehyde cmoalmlng 


'fluid. 


Sheriff George W. Stout was the 


"next witness. He told of his trip to 
' .Wallen with Dr. Barnett, the co 


oer, on the evening of July 7, and of 
seeing the body of Alice 
Cothrell 


Y 'carried to the home of her parents. 


'.The .sheriff testified to certain disar- 
rangement of the little girl's cloth- 
ing', told of his observations during 
the examination of the body by Dr. 
.W. W/Barnott, and of the coroner's 
post-mortem examination when Dr. 
Frank Greenwell, of Humtertown, 
'officiated. The sheriff said'the girl's 
.tongue -was protruding about three- 
quarters of an inch 
between 
her 


teeth. He was also present at the 
eecond post-mortem, 
conducted 'by 


Dr. Greenawalt and Dr. Rosenthal/ 
His further testimony concerned con- 
ditions and' distances about the Dunn 
.premises. 


WHAT DR. GKREEHWmL SAW. 
Dr. Franklin Greenwell, of Hun- 


.tertown took the witness stand. He 
is but recently convalescent from a 
severe illness, and on the stand 
.plainly showed the effects 
of his 


£lckness. Mr. Emrick conducted the 
examination, and Dr. Greenwell said 
ihe had bean summoned to Wallen by 
Coroner Barnett on Sunday evening, 
. July 7, but was not thoroughly, pre- 


• pared to hold a post-mortem cxamln- 


" ") atlon. He found a little thickening 


of the neck and it woa apparently a 
Jittie darker than normal, just below 
,the Jaw and running across the frontj 
it didn't extend very far back. Dr. 
Greenwell next told of the conditions 
.which in the opinion of the state in- 
dicate that there had been an attempt 
&t criminal assault. Ho thought the 
.wound of recent origin and it might 
have occurred at tho time of death. 
JJungs wore found reddened, or con- 
gested, and pressure failed to reveal 
any water in the lungs. 


THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Colerick, 


!Dr. Qreenwell explained that 
tho 


.post-mortem examination had been 
made by the light of a kerosene lamp 
and said that he found no bruises, 
.wounds, finger-prints or other marsa 


/ upon tho face, neck or body of tho 


-. child. 
He said It was possible for 


other abnormal conditlona existing 
to hove,boon.produced by the child 
herself. 
Darkened 
condition upon 


tho neck was not a spct, but a dark 
enort shading of the throat. 
' On the re-direct examination by 
Judge Hench, Dr. Greenwell testified 
that he believed it was i possible for 
the darkened condition of the neck 
to have been produced by bilateral 
pressure with the human hand. 


DR. BARNETT ON STAND. 


Dr. Walter W. Barnett, former cor- 


oner of Allen 
county, wns 
next 


called and his examination was con- 
ducted by Mr. Emrick. 
Dr. Barnett 


detailed Jiis visit to - Wallen on the 
evening of Sunday, July 7, whew 
he found the body of Alice Cothrell 
lying upon the ground in the Dunn 
yard. 
He took possession 
of the 


body officially and ordered Its re- 
moval to the home of the parents. 
The body was carried face upward, 
with the head somewhat higher than 
the feet. Dr. Barnett said he first 
examined the body for outward in- 
jury; that he found the neck some- 
what enlarged at the base, Indicating 
that it had been compressed; there 
were n6 marked imprints upon the 
neck, • but some 
discoloration was 


present. 
The former coroner con- 


tinued with a detail of the'conditions 
which, in the opinion of the state, 
indicate that the girl had been the 
victim of an • attempt at' criminal 
asault. 
• • - ' 


, 
RESULT OF INJURIES. 


• He believed the conditions the re- 
sult of injuries sustained immedi- 
ately preceding death. ^Dr. Barnett 
said 
he had then 
summoned Dr. 


Greenwell, .of Huntertown, and di- 
rected him to make a post mortem 
examination to determine the cause 
of death. This examination was da- 
tailed step by step, Dr. Barnett say- 


• ing that no water wns found in the 
lungs. 
A bit of the lung dropped 


In a pail of water floated; had the 
lung tissue contained water or if it 
had been congested from pneumonia 
it would have sunk beneath the sur- 


f face of the water. In the exjvmlna- 


tlon of the.neck there was no pres- 
sure exerted in the hyoid region. 


GAVE AN OPINION. 


Dr. Barnett said the abnormal con- 


dition of the neck appeared to have 
hsen caused by bilateral 
pressure 


about 'the neck, which interrupted 
the flow of blood. The point of the 
tongue had been caught 
between 


the teeth ns the jaws closed. 


Dr. Barnett testified that he next 


saw ,the body of the girl on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday, when Dr. Rosen- 
thai and Dr. Greenawnlt conducted 


J the second post mortem examination. 


The court ruled against repeated at- 
tempts of the state to show that this 
post mortem was conducted by phy- 
sicians at the request of the defense. 


The left corner of the hyoid bone, 
said Dr. Barnett, was found to be 
deflected toward the center and had 
been fractured >at its junction with 
the main portion of the bone. 


COURT CONVENES EARLY. 


Eight o'clock, an hour earlier than 


has been the .custom heretofore, wit- 
nessed the opening of court Saturday 
morning, Judge 
Smith 
directing 


that the lengthened sessions be held 
in order.to expedite the hearing of 
tho case; 
' 
, 


Mr. Underwood was on the stand, 


resuming his reading of the testi- 
mony of Marie Sampleson upon the 
cross-examination. 
The reading .in- 


cluded that portion of the girl's evi- 
dence which 
told, 
among 
other 


things, that she did "not suspect that 
Alice was dead; that she did not 
know whether the screams 
heard 


were made by Alice or not; that she 
had told Mrs. Dunn she thought the 
noise was the Hare boys at play, 
and that she thought Cothrell auf 
Reed had gotten a horse from the 
barn before she saw Dunn at the 
stable with a lantern in the evening. 
It brought out the girl's statement 
that she was afraid to testify fully 
before the coroner because Dunn had 
told her to "be careful" what she 
said In there, and covered her ex- 
perience hi the county jail, where she 
was detained as a witness, during 
which she told the officers of having 
seen Dunn at the barn and of his 
sending her to bed on the night of 
July 2 after she had 
lain on the 


lounge until 3 o'clock a. m. The 
cross-examination was followed by 
tho reading of the Sampleson girl's 
testimony given at the inquest held 
by Dr. W. W. Barnett, the coroner, 
prior to the arrest of Dunn. 


.GIRL'S RE-EXAMINATION. 
Then came the reading of the re- 


examination of the girl by Judge 
Hench for the state, touching upon 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding 


Marie's attempt at suicide while she 
lived on Riverside avenue in Fort 
Wayne during the winter prior to her 
removal to Wallen with the Dunns, 
the girl saying she had taken "some 
stuff" because her sister objected _to 
her proposed marriage to Jim Bark- 
dale, and that Dunn hod advised her 
on Monday morning before coming 
to Fort Wayne to attend the inquest 
to see whether Kettle Hare had heard 
those screams, and 
telling Maria 


that she had better get Hettie "on 
her side." There was also the read- 
ing of'the re-cross-examination b> 
the defense in the effort to bring out 
discrepancies between the testimony 
of the witness at the inquest and 
that at tho former trial of the case. 


Mrs. Edna Murray, who in 1001 


was Miss Edna Cothrell and Is an 
older sister of the dead girl, was tho 
next 
witness 'introduced 
by tho 


state. She resides In Fort Wayne, 
near the Driving rftrk, She testified 
that she last saw Alice alive on tho 
morning of July 3, 1901, and told 
of going with her mother to Dunn's 
house on that day to get rainwater 
for the family washing, Dunn assist- 
ing them In drawing it from the cis- 
tern. Sho thought Dunn closed tho 
cistern. Alice ate dinner with others 
of the Cothrell family. 


Mrs. Murray said 
she last saw 


Alice alive in the summer kitchen at 
their homo and next saw her dead 
body lying In Dunn's yard on the 
following Sunday afternoon. Wit- 
ness six Id she was not at the Dunn 
residence after the morning trip aftc! 
rainwater until about 6:30 o'clock 
that evening. 


SAID HE WOULD HELP. 


I told Dunn I had come to sea if 


Alice was there and he said no; that 
she had gone long ago," said Mrs. 
Murray. 
The witness said she had 


asked Dunn to help her 
hunt for 


Alice; he replied that he would do 
so, telling witness to first go home 
and eat her supper. Returning from 
eating her supper, witness said she 
again asked Dunn to help her search 
and told him to "hurry up." 
Dunn 


responded that he had to milk his 
cows 
first 
. 
. 


INCIDENT AT STAIRWAY. 


Mrs. Murray said she saw Dunn 


go upstairs, saying he would look 
and sea if Alice was there. 
When 


witness observed that she would go 
upstairs and assist in the search and 
started to do so, Dunn said: 


"No, you stay down there; I will 


look up here myself." 


Dunn remained upstairs about ten 


minutes, said tho witness, and on 
his return said that Alice was not 
up there. Witness tnen said Dunn 
went to the horse barn, while she 
went to the mill yard 
to search. 


After a time Dunn returned to the 
house without having 
milked the 


cow. 
Witness and Rosa Main then 


searched 'about the school house.' 


ASKED ABOUT CISTERN. 


On Thursday witness said she had 


asked Dunn if he had searched the 
cistern at his home and defendant 
gave a negative reply. 
On the fol- 


lowing day the query was repeated, 
nnd I}unn then said he had searched 
the cistern and there was nothing 
there. Witness declared that she was 
riot at the Dunn residence on Tuesday 
between the hours of noon andj 3 
o'clock. 


Cross-examined 
by Mr. 
Morris, 


Mrs. Murray stated that at no time 
had she gone to the cow barn with 
Dunn in making the search for the 
girl. The witness wns interrogated 
regarding a trip to Huntertown with 
Marie Sampleson and Dell Reed on 
Saturday evening, and denied that 
the Sampleson girl had threatened 
to ohoko her when she asked why 


Dunn had not searched his cistern. 


THEY HAD A TILT. 


Witness admitted, however, that 


upon the road home Marie and she 
had had a dispute when witness had 
asked Marie why she had not kept 
the cistern closed, and that Marie 
said: "D-^-n It, I'll close that cistern 
when I get ready." At this point 
court adjourned for the noon hour. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Resuming 
the 
stand 
Saturday 


afternoon Mrs.* Murrey denied that 
Marie had threatened to choke her 
or "knock her head off" if she did 
not cease speaking against Dunn. 


Recalled for an'omitted 'question o 


cross-examination, Hettie Hare de 
clared she heard no screams as Ma-ie 
Sampleson left her hrnie to return to 
Duma's on the afternoon Alice Cothr- 
rell disappeared. 


Dr. George L. Greenawalt, ono of 


the expert witnesses on behalf of tin 
defense, is compelled to leave the ci*.y 
to attend tho meeting of tho Amer- 
ican Medical society at Atlantic 
City, and by agreement of attorneys 
the defense was permitted to intro- 
duce his evid&nce prior to the clos- 
ing of the state's direct evidence. 
Dr. 'fGreenawalt took 
the 
witn-e-ss 


stand, and after answering some pre- 
liminary questione, told of the sac- 
ond post-mortem examination of the 
body of Alice Cothrell, conducted by 
the witness and Dr. Maurice Rosen- 
thai. He said that no marks other 
tham post-mortem discoloration were 
visible upon the external body ex- 
cept an old bruise upon one leg and 
some discoloration beneath one arm; 
Dr. Greenawalt testified that no fin- 
ger-prints wore visible 
upon 
the 


throat or neck of the girl. Blubbery 
froth would in a large percentage of 
cases be found about the mouth and 
throat of a child which had fallah 
In water in life. 


CONTESTED EVERY STEP. 


During tho presentation of the 


transcript of Marie Sample-son's tes- 
timony, counsel ior the defense con- 
testea every step of the way which 
afforded ground for protest, interpos- 
ing frequent 
objection 
to 
specific 


questions and answers In the testi- 
mony of the dead girl. In several in- 
stances the ruling- of Judge Smith 
was with them, excluding a conslder- 
aole portion of tho girl's testimony, 
wnich wont to tho Jury in. the former 
trial. 


Ono of the most spirited clashes of 


tho case occurred over the defense's 
objection to tho state's question in 
which It attempted to show that her 
testimony at trial had varied from 
that given at the coroner's inquest. 
Mr. Colerick. objected, declaring that 
it was evidently the purpose of tho 
state to impeach its own witness, 
and he and Judge Hench argued tho 
point with much-animation. Judge 
Honch asserted 
that 
the point In 


question bad been accepted as defi- 
nitely determined In this court .for 
the past twenty-five years, and Mr. 
Colerick retorted that In all respect to 
this court it had sometimes been re- 
versed. Judge Smith sustained thu 
defense's objection and the question 


ras ruled out. 
Proceeding, the testimony recount- 


ed numerous conversations between 
Dunn and Marie, whicn tho state has 
contended indicated guilty knowledge 
upon the part of the defendant. 
It 


embraced that portion of the testi- 
mony wherein the girl asserted that 
she had not piacea the body of Alice 
Cothrell in the cistern, had no part 
in it, did not know who did so and 
that she was not aware it was there 
until the discovery of the body Sun- 
day afternoon. 


MUCH STRIKEN OUT. 


The evidence that told of tne illicit 


relations allegea to have been sus- 
tained between the girl and Dunn, a 
large portion of which 
testimony, 


comprising something 
like thirty 


questions and answers, was excluded 
upon the objection of the attorneys 
for the defense, 
Judge Smith sus- 


taining their contention tnat It was 
wnolly irrelevant and tended to dis- 
credit the defendant upon other lines 
than that charged in the indictment 
upon which he WRB on trial. 


Marie's 
testimony then told of 


having seen -Dunn at the horse barn 
with a lantern on tho evening of July 
2, and that the defendant told her 
when she started for the barn til-it 
it was no use to searcn there; that he 
had already looked there for the girl. 


When the reading of Mr. Colerlck's 


searching cross-examination of tha 
girl was .taken up the tables were 
turned, and _the state began inter- 
posing objections to portions of the 
testimony. In the cross-examination 
the girl had fixed 1:25 o'clock in the 
afternoon B.S the hour at which she 
saw Dunn standing in the doorway 
of the horse barn on the day the girl 
disappeared, stated that the cistern 
was open, while Alice was in tho 
Dunn home shortly after 1 o'clock 
and maintained that she last saw 
Alice in the alley after she had left 
the Dunn house, and that she had 
heard screams as she was returning 
from the Hare residence a few min- 
utes later. Mr. Underwood had not 
completed the reading of the testi- 
mony when court adjourned at d 
o'clock. 


UNDERWOOD RECALLED. 


Some surprise was occasioned Mon- 


day a. m.,! when tho state recalled 
Homer C. Underwood, former court 
reporter, to the stand and secured his 
testimony 
concerning Dunn's evi- 


dcnca at th« former trial with refer- 
ence to his movements after leaving 


the log wagon on'the Anderson road 
about noon on July 2, 'citing a^- visit 
to the horse-barn. 
It is presumed 


that this was done in order to in- 
sure that the defendant will go upon 
the stand in his own behalf, though 
his attorneys have asserted from the 
first it was the intention to have Mr. 
Dunn testify. 


The state's attorneys have directed 


that all the witnesses for the state be 
present again on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


OLD,EVIDENCE IS READ. 


Beginning the third week of the 


trial Monday a, m., Homer C. Under- 
wood, former court reporter, was re- 
called to the stand by the state, and 
asked to testify concerning a state- 
ment alleged to have been made by 
Dunn concerning his movements aft- 
er leaving the log wagon on the An- 
derson road about noon on July 2. 
There was objection by the defense, 
but the court ruled the question com- 
petent, and Mr. Underwood testified 
that Dunn had said that after leav- 
ing the wagon he went through a 
woods, over some fields to a road; 
from the road through a street and to 
a barn, and from thence to the house; 
that he took a fork and placed some 
hay In tho manger for tho horses. 


Upon cross-examination, Mr. Mor- 


ris demanded that Mr. Underwood 
produce in court his 
stenographic 


notes of Mr. Dunn's testimony at tho 
former trial, and the witness was di- 
rected to retire and secure them. 
When he returned Mr. Morris pro- 
pounded a number of inquiries con- 
cerning the points visited oy Dunn 
and the distance walked—in all a 
total 
of about 
two and one-half 


miles. 


Mrs. Edward Cothrell, mother of 


the dead girl, took the witness stand, 
bhe now resides at 3740 South La- 
fayette street, having moved to this 
city in March, 1902. 
Sho testified 


that Alice was born January Q, 1891. 
The mother said that when Alice did 
not appear for supper on the evening 
of July 2, 1901, she went to Dunn's 
house to inquire for her. Dunn was 
then sitting upon his porch. She 
asked Dunn if Alice were there; he 
said, "No; she has gone long ago." 
Mrs. Cothrell said she last saw Alice 
alive shortly 
after 
dinner; about 


l*i:30 o'clock; she was playing about 
tho house. • Allco had broken a glass 
and Edna pushed her aside, took the 
glass and placed it upon a table. 


DID NOT WHIP GIRL. 


Witness testified that she had not 


whipped Alice, either on that day or 
tho day prior. 


There was extended argument ovjr 


tho state's effort 
to show by Mrs. 


Cothrell that she had never said she 
"wished Alice were dead," In contra- 
diction to a statement alleged to havo 
been made by Dunn to George W*ir- 
cup in tho corridor of the court house 
on the day of the coroner's Inquatt. 
Judge Smith said th.it unless tho 
state could present some authority to 
the contrary, he would hold the ques- 
tion Inadmissible and tho matter was 
passed for the time being. 


Mrs. Cothrell told of her trip with 


Edna to Dunn's house 
after rain- 


water on Tuesday morning, Dunu 
drawing the water from the cistern 
for them, and of going there a sec- 
ond time at near 2 oclock. The cis- 
tern wns then open and Marie 3am- 
pleson was there washing. 
At tho 


suggestion of Judge Hench, Mrs. 
Cothrell stepped to the open space in 
front of the jury box and Illustrated 
how she had bent over tho cistern 
and drawn the water; she did not 
think the water was then more than 
two feet in depth, and it was neces- 
sary to dip several times to get the 
two pails of water. Witness could 
see no object in the cistern. 
This, 


Mrs. Cothrell had said, was "near 2 
o'clock," and therefore after thft hour 
at which Marie Sampleson said she 
saw the little girl disappear down 
the alley. 
The evident purpose of 


the state was an attempt to show 
that Alice could not have fallen into 
the cistern as she passed 
through 


the kitchen some time before. 


The mother testified that she ha'3 


next balked to Dunn'at his house 0:1 
Wednesday evening. 
Dunn entered 


tho house and his wife said to him, 
:Charley, you know I heard those 
screams." He told Mrs. Dunn to 
;shut her d—iu mouth," and pushed 
her into a chair, saying she was al- 
ways talking some nonsense. 


DUNN LOST TEMPER. 


Talking 'to the witness on Sunday 


morning Mrs. Cothrell said Duan 
told her Alice had just gone off on a 
tramp. Dunn accused Mrs. Oothrell 
Rn«I Edna of having circulated bad 
stories' about him, saying he had 
done something with Alice and put 
her in the cistern. Witness replied 
that she had not circulated-such sto- 
ries-, that it was the people of Wallon 
who were doing BO, and when witness 
referred to the cistern in 
Dunn'j 


house she declared that Dunn retort- 
ed with an oath: "I have searched 
that cistern; if you want to search It 
yourself, you can do so." 


There was a brief cross-examina- 


tion, In which Mr. Morris asked con-s 
corning the form in which Allco wore 
her hair, Mrs. Cothrell said it had 
been braided on the day prior to her 
disappearance, but she 'did not be- 
ll eve Alice wore hair ribbons on tho 
day she disappeared. 


STATE RESTS ITS CASE. 


On re-direct 
examination 
the 


mother said that to thn best of nor 
recollection the windows and at least 


one door upon the south side of the 
Dunn house were open when she vis- 
ited the house about 2 o'clock on the 
afternoon of July £. Later in the 
week, said Mrs. Cothrell, a heavy 
rain fell in Wallen. 


At this point Judge Hench 
an- 


nounced that, with the exception of 
the points upon which Judge Smith 
had deferred his ruling,1 the state 
rested its case, and court adjourned 
for the noon hour. 


After some, rulings by Judge Smith 


Attorney S. L. Morris made the open- 
ing statement for the defense. 
He 


^declared the defense would endeavor 
to show that the state had not au-i 
could not bring an iota of evidence 
tending to establish the guilt of the 
accused man, for no living person 
"had sworn or could swear that they 
saw Dunn and 
Alice Cothrell to- 


gether on July 2; that no witness 
sa-w Alice Cothrell enter the hor*ie 
"barn on that day. He asserted that 
from the evidence in this case the 
'defense would undertake 
to show 


that the only person who might have 
had a motive to inflict injury upon 
that little girl was'Marie Sampleson; 
that in the case of Mr. Dunn there 
was an eutlre absence of motive. It 
will bo shown, said Mr. Morris, that 
tDunn did not see Alice Cothrell nn 
Tils return home that '.ay. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Morris said that Mr. Dunn 
Vould go upon the'witness stand ;n 
"his own behalf, and in the light af 
'all his troubles, In I_B face of all the 
accusations against him and all tha 
"suffering he has undergone he will 
swear upon his solemn oath that he 
Is innocent of the crime with whiih 
"he is charged. 
Mr. Morris referred 


to the post-mortems, holding 
that 


'evidence would show that the find- 
Ings oraly tended to exonerate the ac- 
cused man. 


DUNN TAKES STAND. 


Ohai-los W. Dunn was at 
once 


called to the witness stand, and after 
"being sworn told of his early life. 
He was corn In Lagrange county 
'April 27, 1840; lived there until the 
age of 14, then removing to Noble 
'county, where lie worked at railroad 
'construction; then drove a dray at 
TCendallville; moved 
to 
Lagrongo 


county for a short time; then 
tu 


"Brlmfield, Noble county, embarking 
'In the livery business. Later he lived 
'at Albion, then, at 
Elkhart, then 


'moved to near Avllla 
and helped 


complete tho Grand Rapids railroad. 
Then he lived at Waterloo, coming 
'from tihonco to Fort Wayne, emgag- 
tng in the wood budness until 1870. 
In tho latter year ho farmed what Is 
now a ^art of Robison. park, and 
later engaged in. the mill buinoss at 
several points in Allen county. Ho 
'said he moved to Wallen 1m Febru- 
ary, 1901. 


Dunn described 
the promises at 


Wallen nt much detail and toold of 
his movements during tho morning 
of July 2, 1901, including tho lo.j- 
cutting at Hand's woods, which ho 
said was hard labor. Ho thought It 
was 12 o'clock before they reached 
the road after leaving the woods; ho 
got off at an angling road loading *o 
Wallen; examined some timber hi 
Grlswold's woods upon the way 
home, and described his route home- 
ward afoot; carried a cross-cut saw 
upon his shoulder; had walked a total 
of a little more than two and one-half 
miles, 


DID NOT SEE GIRL. 


Continuing, he said ho paused at the 


barn only long enough to throw a lit- 
tle hay in for the horses, and then 
went to the house. He declared he 
did not soe Alice Cothrell there, and 
that he had not seen her In the morn- 
ing before leaving homo. 


Upon the stand the accused man 


was entirely composed, answered tb.3 
attorney's questions promptly, look- 
ing much of the time directly toward 
the jurors. 
He said he was nearly "played out,*' 
but ate his dinner, rested awhile and 
then started out to do some work. 


Mr. Dunn declared that while he 


was sitting at the dinner table one 
of the smaller Cothrell children came 
and sat in the doorway. He told of 
helping Walter Hare unload hay; 
then went to his barn, harnessed a 
team and went to a meadow after 
some grass for the horses. Ate sup- 
per about 6 o'clock. 
;I did not see Alice Cothrell that 


day at all," declared Mr. Dunn. 


He testified that ho did not really 


know the girl was missing until 
he was 
eating 
supper. Thought 


Edna Cothrell came and asked him 
to help look for Alice; he took milk 
pail witli him and did some search- 
Ing; examined the haymow of a barn 
across the alley, thinking perhaps 
she had lain down and fallen asleep. 
Then he did the milking-. 


Mr. Dunn said ho had learned that 


during the afternoon that Alice had 
passed through his house about 1:30 
o'clock. 
When he finished milking 


he procured a lantern, returned to the 
barn and prepared the bedding for 
the horses. It had not been his cus-. 
torn to do this, but he said he knew 
the teams would not be home until j 
late that night, for tliey were haul- j 
ing logs to the Smith & Randall mill 
In Fort Wayne. 
' 


Mr. Morris—"Did 
you see Alice 


Cothrell about that barnP" 


Mr. Dunn—"No, sir; I did not see 


her nt all that day." 


Dunn then stated that, he had then 


taken hie lantwn and searched about 
the school house, the church, two va- 
cant houses, the mill and promises 
surrounding it. Then he started-to- 
ward 
CothreU'a, mooting 
Cothrell 


and-Reed with the teams as they re- 
turned from Fort Wayne. 
Ho "to- 


talled hia offer of the use 
of hits 


teams to search for the girl, and 
said that the horses were in 
uaa 


every day during th« week for that 
purpose. 
He told of making repeat- 


ed searches for the child during the 
week, indicating places he had vis- 
ited. He said he had not searchei 
the chicken yard, but had examined 
a patch of wxieds near tho alley. 


The witness was next asked con- 


cerning' the events 
precedin-g 
the 


search of hie cistern on Sunday aft- 
ernoon. 


It was developed in the cross-ex- 


amination of Dr. Greeiiawalt by At- 
torney Emrick '(Saturday afternoon 
that the physician had been request- 
ed by Mr. Colerick to make tho post 
mortem examination of the remains 
of Alice Cothrell. 
Dr. Greenawalt 


said that nothing was said regarding 
for whom the work was to .be done, 
he 
presuming that 
Mr. Colerick 


would arrange that the physicians 
should be paid for their time. Dr. 
Greenawalt said he regarded discol- 
orations upon the neck of the girl 
as post mortem—thai: is, occurring 
after death. The enlarged condition 
at the base of tho neck vas noted 
and it was In his opinion a slight 
enlargement of the thyroid 
gland 


wliich occurred in life. He regarded 
it practically impossiole to fracture 
the hyoid bone of a child ten years 
of age while In the body.. Witness 
said he had called D. Rosenthal's 
attention at the time to the fact that 
he had probably bent the hyoid bone 
in removing it from the body. He 
said that had a human, hand been 
applied about the throat of the girl 
with force sufficient to have inflicted 
the injury seen in the hyoid bone 
it would have caused death. 


The court revised a ruling made on 


the direct examination of the wit- 
ness and permitted Dr. Greenawalt 
to reply to a question, in which ho 
gave it os his opinion that, taking 
into account all the conditions found 
hi the cose, the girl had not been 
criminally assaulted. 


DOCTOR'S TESTIMONY. 


Dr. Greenawalt said that there was 


no extravasation of blood noticeable 
In the tissue surrounding the hyoid 
bono when it was removed; that had' 
the bent condition of the bono been 
produced In life some evidence, of 
hemorrhage would have In all prob- 
ability boon visible; the witness saw 
none and declared that in his opinion 
tho injury to tho bone had boon pro- 
duced by Dr. Rosenthal in remov- 
ing it from tho throat. 


Several Indentations 
from'' tooth 


were noticed by the physicians, "but 
no distinct lacerations. Such inden- 
tations are found often In cases of 
drowning and often In life In anae- 
mic subjects and epileptics. 


Bused upon all tho conditions found 


in the case, Dr. Greonawalt gavo it 
RB his opinion that Alice Cothroll's , 
death wns duo to drowning. 
\ 


DEFENSE RESTED CASE, 


It was at 3:30 o'clock Tuesday 


afternoon, at tho termination of a 
brief recess and after Mr. Colerick 
had asked for rulings upon one or 
two 
points 
which the court had 


hold in abeyance temporarily, that 
Mr. Morris nroso and said: 


"Your honor, the defense rests." 
The court room was crowded with 


spectators, to whom the termination 
of the defense's direct evidence wna 
doubtless a surprise, but Mr. Colerlck 
and Mr. Morris had communicated 
to those about them some moments 
before-that they desired to Introduce 
no further testimony at this time. 
The state's witnesses for use in re- 
buttal had been excused until this 
morning 
and court therefore ad- 


journed for the day. 


Mrs. Julia A. Dunten, of Hunter- 


town, had testified Umt Edna Coth- 
rell and Marie Samplsson 
visited 


her ice cream parlor at Huntertown 
on the Saturday evening prior to the 
flnding of the body of Alice Cothrell 
in the Dunn cistern. 
The witness 


testified that in the September fol- 
lowing tdna Cothrell had told her 
of a quarrel with Marie which oc- 
curred as they were driving home 
from Wallen in July. 
Edna had 


told her that when she had spoken 
to Marie suggesting the search of 
Dunn's cistern Marie, flashed up in 
anger and exclaimed: "If you say 
that again, I will knock you out of 
this buggy." There wns no cross- 
examination of the witness. 


Other character witnesses were sub- 


mitted by the defense 
in closing, 


Benjamin McQuiston, August Mnr- 
tln and County Recorder Charles M, 
Gillette all testifying thnt Dunn's 
reputation for kindness and human- 
ity in the neighborhood where he 
lived wns good.

Latin calvarla, skull. "Wine mingled 
with myrrh:" Sometimes supposed to 
have been a drink.prepared to deaden 
the pain of the sufferer, but neither th« - 
priests nor the executioners seem 
to 


have heen anxious to spare Him pain. 
Compare Matt. 27:34, where He tastes it 
and then rejects It. It had simply been 
another attempt to torture Him in His 
Intense thirst by offering Him some- 
thing which looked lihe refreshing drink 
but was not. "They crucify Him:" By 
nailing Him to the cross while it lay 
upon the ground and then raising it and 
dropping It Into the socket prepared for 
it. Crucifixion was then whathanglngis 
to-day, the most disgraceful death -a 
man could die, and at the same time tho 
most painful. The suffering of the vic- 
tim grew steadily woree till death came 
not from a mortal wound but from the 
maddening pain and from hungor and 
thirst The last hours of execution were 
the worst, and these, owing to His early 
death, Jeans was mercifully spared. "It 
wan the third hour:" Nine n'ctock In 
the morning.

few hours later. 
The first shot 


was fired by someone hi the crowd. 
This was followed Immediately by 
two rifle shots from 
the miners' 


union headquarters. 
A man stand- 


ing In the door of the union store, It 


said, also fired Into the crowd with 


a repeating shotgun. 


Sheriff Boll called on 
the local 


company of tho state militia,- com- 
manded by Capt. Harry G. Moore, to 
assist in preserving order and in 
arresting tiie men in the union hall. 


bOLDIERS ON ROOF.

LAYS DOWN RULES 


FOR 


Assistant Postmaster General 


Bristow Gives Exposi- 


tion of New 
Law, 


Washington, June 7.—(Fourth As- 


sistant Postmaster General Bristol 
yesterday announced that the sala- 
ries of the rural free delivery mail 
-carriers -will be adjusted on the basis 
if the number of miles traveled. 


The folio-wing statement regarding 


the outside business privileges of the 
rural carriers was issued in the post- 
office department yesterday and an 
order in accordance therewith will be 
promulgated at once by the postmas- 
ter general: 


"Under the law rural carriers are 


not permitted to solicit business or 
receive orders of any .Ttind fr-om any 
person, firm or corporation, and can- 
not during the hours of 
their.em- 


ployment carry any merchandise for 
hire, except that they may carry mer- 
chandise for hire lor and at the re- 
quest of.patrons residing on their 
respective routes, provided the Bams 
shall not interfere with the proper 
discharge of their official duties, and 
under such regulations as the posh- 
master general may prescribe. 


'Under this provision of law no 


mailable matter may be handled by 
rural carriers while serving their 
routes, 
unless 
the proper postage 


has been prepaid with the single ex- 
ception of coun'ty newspapers, "which 
under the law are permitted to be 
carried free throughout the county in 
(which they are published to actual 
subscribers and such newspapers ad- 
dressed to subscribers, residents on 
rural routes; must bo deposited at 
the postoffice the same as papers for 
other subscribers. 


The price for merchandise carried 


on request of the patron of rural free 
delivery must bo paid by the patron. 
Carriers will not be permitted to re- 
ceive any compensation 
from 
the 


seller of such "merchandise, 


i Articles, or packages, which are 
mnilable which are handed to the 
carrier or deposited ln> the post office 
or in a rural letter box or In a col- 
lection box located on a rural route, 
with requests with the rural carrier 
to deliver the same are subject to the 
rules regulating mail matter Includ- 
ing the -payment of postage thereon.

home of his former wife and nftflr 
a talk over their differences and the 
causes that had separated them, he 
asked her to marry him again and 
live with him. She consented and he 
took dinner with her.

location for a show of some kind 
that he has in storage in Indlanap- 
ous and his trip was unsuccessful. 
He was despondent before he left and 
told his wife it was useless to go, 
as ho knew he would be unable to 
accomplish his aim.
